A BEGGAR'S FAKE. 



Bvansvllle Reportor Taken In by 
Tramp i>ublMies False Repert 
About Barlington. 



No Barlington RtsMeat laaied Jeam or 
AaTtkiai Hat Hae Had te Tramp 
Preai Rers DestltaU. 



The following false report baa 
been published by several papers, 
none of which have sought to in> 
vestigate. It originated with a re- 
porter for the Evansville (lod.) 
Tribune, who with others there 
seems to have been taken in by the 
story of traveling beggars who 
claimed to have bailed from Barl- 
ington. 

Here is the JVihnu report: 

A yonng man, accompaned by a woman 
and if-year-old boy visited No 7 hose 
bonie early tbis morning aod asked 10 be 
directed to Ihe township trustee. 

The woman gave ber name as Mrs K. 
|onrs and said she .ind lier brother and 
son hud walked all the way from Earling- 
ton, Ky , to this cily and now wanted 
transportation lo Carmi, III. They ar- 
rived here last night and alepl ia iha 
boiler room at Schnitte, Wallman tt Co.'i 
saw mill in the West End. Tbey pre- 
sented a destitute appearance and told of 
the many hardships they had suffered en 
route here ("ipl Kohl gave Ihem .t 
breakfast aod directed them to the town- 
ship trustee's office. Tbey have lived at 
Earlington, Ky , for soma lima. Tbe 
husband died recently and Mrs. Jones was 
obliged to support herself aod son. Mrs. 
Jonee claims she has relatives at Carmi, 
who ara amply able to help ber. 

The Ebb has aifted this matter 
fully and finds that no persons by 

the name of Mrs. R. Jo.ics, brother 
aiKl son, nor any other persons by 
any other name, in any such desti- 
tution as described in the at)ove ar- 
ticle have been residents of Earl- 
ington. A party that fills the 
description of "Mrs. Jones" et al 
in the Th'itme passed through 
Earlington some time last week. 
They spent just one night and a 
part of the day here and slept in a 
little shanty near iho mines. They 
begged for their meals, but did not 
seek assistance from the Earling- 
ton authorities and went on their 
way next day. While here they 
said they wanted to get to Hender- 
son. At Evansville their destina- 
tion had changed to Carmi. 

Earlington has a thoroughly well 
justified reputation for taking care 
of the poor and destitute when 
there are such among her citizens, 
and of contributing liberally — even 
sometimes too liberally and unre- 
servedly — to tbe common tramp 
and beggar. Such publication is a 
libel on the town and its citizens. 
However, the Evansville paper can 
not be especially censured, because 
it waa too far away .to investigate 
the beggar's story.

"It is the purpose of these ornanizations, 
including tbe Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Knpjnpers, the Br"ih''rhood cf Locomotive 
Firemen, Ihe Order of railw.iy Conductors 
and tbe liroiberbood of Trainmen, to lake 
definite action antagonistic to the passage 
of tbe McChord BUI, wbicb proposes to 
10 ra-aeael liill No. 819, ciMpter st, ol tbe 
Kentucky Statntes. on Corporations, and 
to appoint a special committee to go lo 
Frankfort and work against the passage of 
tbe bill by Ihe House of Representatives. 

"Mr. C. S. Dodson, ex-member of the 
Legislature, and Secreatary of tbe Order 
of Railway Conductors, said last night tbat 
be proposed to offer certiao resolutions at 
the maatiBg o( Ihe Order ot fcailway Coa- 
dnctora which will be held at g.30 o'clock 
tbis morning, which will set forth at length 
tbe pernicious results of such a raoasore, ' 
owing to the fact that if the railroads are 
put under restrictions as rcg..rds their 
charges it will cause a corresponding re- 
duction in their waives which are already 
10 per cent, below their former scale. 

" 'These resolutiont. " ' taid ba, " 'will 
be pasted, and later similar onaa will lie 
offered at tba joint meetiag. aad apoe 
their passage a committee willba appoiatad 
to take appropriate action. 

" 'I think there will be three members 
from our order, three from the Engineers 
two from the Firemen and two from the 
Trainmen on the committee. This COffl- 
mittea will then meet and tend a delega- 
tion to Frankfort aod make an effort lo 
defeat the bill. It has already paued tbe 
Senate and will have to be fought in tbe 
House. 

-Tbe bill is very ill-advisad. It will 
not only affect tbe railroads and the em- 
ployes in tbis State, but all tba railroads 
crossing tbe State. It is folly to expect a 
man who knows nothing about railroads 
to determine rates, for ba wonki know 
nothing about tbe Imsinats. Besides, if 
tbe bill is passed it meaas a redaction in 
Iba wagaa of all railroad employes hecausa 
experieaca hat Itngbl ut tbat if a corpora- 
tion or a business man ia not making 
money tbe first thing that is done is to cut 
down expenses by reducing the wages of 
the employes I am Roing to ofler these 
resolutions to-morrow, aod do all in my 
power lo defeat this vicious bi|l.' "
